On September 12, the price of 


foodstufts on primary markets— 
the price paid to the farmer—was 
4.073 times as high as it was when 
the Nazis started their march into 
Poland. Other agricultural products 
cost 3.877 times as much as they 


i*<did in August of 1939. 


The BLS list covers 28 commod 


Hies that used to be described as 
"basic." They are selected on the 
theory that their price is a sound, 
long-run measure of the cost of 
living. 


All domestic commodities in the 


basic list cost 3.405 times as much 
this Sept. 12 as in August of 1939; 
IS 
but raw industrial items cost only 
2.706 times as much. 


The Department of Agriculture 


has figures showing that the beef- 
iiraising farmer now gets 70 cents 


out ol every dollar paid by 
the 


housewife, compared with only 51 
cents in 1939. There are plenty 
more figures that support these in- 
dications that the farmer is get- 
ting much the biggest slice of the 
extra dollar it cosls for food. 


The whole story of inflation is 


complicated, of course, but the big- 
gest single factor is the indisputa- 
ble fact that the farmer is getting 
a much bigger slice now than he 
did before the war.

On September 12, the price of 


foodstufts on primary markets— 
the price paid to the farmer—was 
4.073 times as high as it was when 
the Nazis started their march into 
Poland. Other agricultural products 
cost 3.877 times as much as they 


i*<did in August of 1939. 


The BLS list covers 28 commod 


Hies that used to be described as 
"basic." They are selected on the 
theory that their price is a sound, 
long-run measure of the cost of 
living. 


All domestic commodities in the 


basic list cost 3.405 times as much 
this Sept. 12 as in August of 1939; 
IS 
but raw industrial items cost only 
2.706 times as much. 


The Department of Agriculture 


has figures showing that the beef- 
iiraising farmer now gets 70 cents 


out ol every dollar paid by 
the 


housewife, compared with only 51 
cents in 1939. There are plenty 
more figures that support these in- 
dications that the farmer is get- 
ting much the biggest slice of the 
extra dollar it cosls for food. 


The whole story of inflation is 


complicated, of course, but the big- 
gest single factor is the indisputa- 
ble fact that the farmer is getting 
a much bigger slice now than he 
did before the war.

the Nazis started their march into 
Poland. Other agricultural products 
cost 3.877 times as much as they 


i*<did in August of 1939. 


The BLS list covers 28 commod 


Hies that used to be described as 
"basic." They are selected on the 
theory that their price is a sound, 
long-run measure of the cost of 
living. 


All domestic commodities in the 


basic list cost 3.405 times as much 
this Sept. 12 as in August of 1939;

but raw industrial items cost only 
2.706 times as much. 


The Department of Agriculture 


has figures showing that the beef- 
iiraising farmer now gets 70 cents 


out ol every dollar paid by 
the 


housewife, compared with only 51 
cents in 1939. There are plenty 
more figures that support these in- 
dications that the farmer is get- 
ting much the biggest slice of the 
extra dollar it cosls for food.

along Broadway and in Harlem. 
His reputation is bad. He is not 
known to be related to the late 
Busgsy Siegel. Hoffman said Bug- 
sy tried to usurp his command of 
the ship. 


The United Press reported that 


the ship was under charier to Ma- 
rio Bcllo, who was described as 
the stepfather of the late Jean 
Harlow. This is not an attempt to 
elucidate the events aboard. It is 
merely an attempt to show the 
easy association of Hollywood so- 
ciety with the underworld. This

On September 12, the price of 


foodstufts on primary markets— 
the price paid to the farmer—was 
4.073 times as high as it was when 
the Nazis started their march into 
Poland. Other agricultural products 
cost 3.877 times as much as they 


i*<did in August of 1939. 


The BLS list covers 28 commod 


Hies that used to be described as 
"basic." They are selected on the 
theory that their price is a sound, 
long-run measure of the cost of 
living. 


All domestic commodities in the 


basic list cost 3.405 times as much 
this Sept. 12 as in August of 1939;

but raw industrial items cost only 
2.706 times as much. 


The Department of Agriculture 


has figures showing that the beef- 
iiraising farmer now gets 70 cents 


out ol every dollar paid by

housewife, compared with only 51 
cents in 1939.

Chicago, Sept. 30 — (fP) —David 
L. Bchncke, president of the Air 
i_,ine Pilots Association (AFL), said 
today that planes of American ov-

Four- 
party residence service, to be intro- 
duced to conserve facilities, would 
be to $2.00 per month. Charges 
for rural

creased from $3.00 to $3.50 for bus- 
iness users, but would remain un- 
changed at $2.00 for residence ser- 
vice. 


These rates would bo standard 


for cities about the si/.c of Hope, 
Warren said. The present nitcs 
in Hope were set in 1924, when 
there were 1,171 telephones. Today, 
there are 2,152 telephones. 


According to the plan proposed 


by the company, towns and cities 
in Arkansas would be divided into 
seven groups with each group being 
composed of cities of similar size

Greatly increased costs of furnishing tele- 
phone service have made it necessary for 
the telephone company to ask the Public 
Service Commission for permission to put 
new telephone rates into effect in^ Arkan- 
sas. The request covers changes in rates 
for local service and for long distance calls 
within the state.. 


Earnings critically low 


While the demand for telephone service 
has been tremendous, earnings of the tele- 
phone" company in Arkansas are critically 
low, for expenses have gone up much 
faster than revenues. 


Since 1940, expenses have gone up 160 


per cent! That's more than double.

No Basic Increase in 23 Years 
There has been no increase in 
basic rates for telephone service 
in Hope since 1924. 


Yet the cost of furnishing serv- 


ice and the value of that service 
to the subscriber have increased 
several fold. The number of tele- 
phones here has grown from 
1,171 in 1924 to 2,152 today. 


Any way you look at it the tele- 


phone user is getting more for 
his money.-'

Since 1940, we have had to add more 


than $11,600,000 in telephone equipment 
to serve the people of Arkansas. 


The combination of higher expenses, 


lagging revenues, and increased invest- 
ment has dropped our rate of return in 
Arkansas lower than it has been in 25 
years. 


How costs fiove gone up 


The cost of almost everything that goes 
into telephone service has gone up since 
1940. 


More than half the total expense of 


furnishing service is payroll. Wage rates 
today are much higher than in 1940. These 
wages, paid to more employees than we 
had in 1940, have more than trebled our 
payroll. It is now 7 million dollars a year. 


And taxes are higher—Va of a million 


dollars higher since 1940. 


Building costs are* 100 per cent 
higher. Copper is, up 80 per cent. 
The cost of telephone poles has 
gone up 135 per cent. For example, 
a 35-foot pine pole that cost $6.30 
in 1940 now costs $14.99. 
Trucks cost half again as much. 
A construction truck that cost us 
$2,656 in 194p now costs $4,054. 


$22 m///ion construction program 


In the face of these high costs, we are of 
necessity in the midst of the largest tele- 
phone expansion and improvement pro- 
gram ever undertaken in Arkansas. About 
17,500 people are waiting for telephones. 
Many thousands of our present customers 


would like to have a higher grade of serv- 
ice. There are still delays on long distance 
calls. 


All this because of the war, during 


which we were unable to expand the tele- 
phone system to meet the demands for 
service. As telephone factories converted 
to peacetime manufacture; we started the 
largest construction program in our his- 
tory. It will cost $22,000,000 gross in 
Arkansas. 


The program has been under way for 


two years, and will take three or four more 
to finish. But we are going ahead just as 
fast as we can get the equipment from the 
factories, which are producing more than 
ever before. 


Adequate earnings are essential 


We'll need millions of dollars to see this 
program through. That's investment 
money, separate from the money the com- 
pany takes in from customers to keep 
telephone service going. 


The telephone company is not asking 


the public to pay the cost of the expansion 
program. It is asking the public for rates 
that will put the earnings of the telephone 
company on a sound basis so that in- 
vestors will be willing to put their money 
into a business that offers a safe place for 
their savings. 


To attract the investment money we 


need for new telephone plant, we have to 
compete with other industries. People in- 
vest their savings in industries whose earn- 
ings are adequate. That is an important 
reason why it is necessary to bring up our 
low earnings by asking for rate relief. 


Present rates long in effect 


Rates for local telephone service in 
Arkansas, for the most part, have been in 
effect for 20 years or more. These prewar 
rates are not bringing in sufficient revenue 
to meet mounting postwar costs. 


Telephone service has been enlarged and 


improved greatly in the past 20 years. 
The service today is more valuable. 


The telephones in Arkansas have 
nearly doubled—increasing from 
72,000 to 138,000. 
Information calls are handled two- 
thirds faster. A telephone formerly 
was in trouble about twice a year; 
now it is out of order on the aver- 
age only once every two years; 95 
per cent of trouble cases are cleared 
the same day they occur. 


Not only can you hear more clearly on 


long distance, but the time necessary to 
handle a call has been reduced from 15 
minutes in 1920 to an average of 3*/2 min- 
utes today. And, about eight out of ten 
calls are completed while you hold the line. 


In some exchanges, service may be 


slower than these averages, particularly 
during peak periods. The construction 
'program now under way is designed to 
restore service .throughout the state to 
prewar standards and even better. 


We are forced* to seek increases 


We ask an increase in rates only because 
rising costs have finally forced us to. We 
are seeking only enough new revenue to 
cover all the costs of furnishing service. 


Our efforts are guided by responsibili- 


ties to three groups of people: 


To provide good telephone service 
to telephone users. 


To pay fair wages and provide good 
working conditions to telephone 
workers. 
To safeguard the savings of the 
people who made the business pos- 
sible and provide them a return 
which will keep them satisfied with 
their investment and make them 
willing to invest more money in 
the business. 


Only with rates that will produce ade- 


quate earnings will it be possible for us to 
meet these obligations.
